NEWS IN BRIEF 


Compiled from Various Souroes. 








CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the senate, on the 15th, the Nicaragua canal 
bill gave way to the sundry civil appropriations 
bill. All amendments reported by the commit- 
tee (including tho World’s fair items) were 
lisposed of except the series relating to river 
and harbor improvements. A message from 
the president relating to Hawaiian affairs was 
received, and the senate immediately went into 
executive session...... In the house the invalid 
pension appropriation bill was taken up, but 
the general debate ended without action. 

In the senate, on the 16th, consideration of 
the sundry civil appropriations bill occepied 
the session. The various amendments recom- 
mended by the committee on appropriations to 
teduce the amounts inserted by the house of 
representatives for some of the great interna- 
tional improvements were discussed and voted 
flown. An amendment involving the continu- 
ance of the office of supervisor of elections 
gave rise to a long and heated political discus- 
sion...... In the house the session was almost 
ontirely devoted to the consideration of the 
pension appropriation bill, the feature of the 
day being a personal collision between Turpin 
(Ala.) and Waugh (Ind.), which but for the 
prompt intervention of friends might have re- 
sulted seriously. 

In the senate, on the 17th, the sundry civil 
bill occupied the exclusive attention of the 
members. The amendment which had been 
discussed on the 15th, and in effect is to con- 
tinue in force the law for federal supervision of 
elections, was carried by a party vote. All the 
committee amendments having been discussed, 
the bill was opened to general amendment...... 
In the house, after a stormy session, the pen- 
sion appropriation bill was passed and the post 
office appropriation bill was considered without 
action. 

In the senste,on the 18th, five or six hours 
were consumed in the debate on the 3 per cent. 
issue amendment to the sundry civil appropria- 
tions bill. The Sherman amendment was 
agreeed to and the bill went over without final 
action......In the house consideration of the 
post office appropriation bill progressed quietly 
until the item of $196,000 for special facilities on 
the trunk lines from Springfield. Mass., to New 
Orleans was reached, and the debate on this 
item was interrupted, the house proceeding to 
pay tribute of respect to the memory of Repre- 
sentative John C. Warwick, of Ohio. 

IN the senate, on the 20th. all the amendments 
offered making appropriations for, or increas- 
ing the limit of cost of public buildings, were 
adopted. The sundry civil appropriations bill 
was then taken up and occupied the remainder 
of the day...... In the house the New York and 
New Jersey bridge bill was passed, when, after 
the disposition of some private bills, the naval 
and agricultural appropriation bills were called 
up under suspension of the rules and passed. 





PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

SENATOR STEWART, on the 18th, sub- 
mitted an exhaustive report from the 
senate committee on mines and mining 
relative to the cost of production of 
gold and silver. The conelusions drawn 
are that the cost of production of silver 
and gold is about equal to the estab- 
lished ratio of 25 8-10 grains of gold to 
412 1-2 grains of silver and that in both 
cases the cost of production, making ac- 
count of ali ligitimate investments, is 
much greater than the coinage value. 

It is asserted that Mr. Cleveland has 
decided not to make the White House 
his private residence during his official 
term. He is negotiating for a lease of 
the old Admiral Porter residence, which 
has been closed since the death of the 
admiral. 

On the 19th Jose M. Rasson, Mexican 
minister to Japan, died at San Fran- 
cisco from dropsy. 

On the 20th Rolin Robinson, of Pal- 
myra, Mich., died at Adrian, aged 83. 
When a boy he worked in the Wayne 
Sentinel office at Palmyra, N. Y., and 
assisted in printing the first edition of 
the ‘‘Book of Mormon,” or gold Bible, 
for Prophet Joseph Smith. 

Ir is stated that the czarowitz tele- 
graphed his congratulations to the pope 
on the occasion of the pontiff’s jubilee. 

On the 20th W. N. Roach, a democrat, 
of Grand Forks, was elected United 
States senator from North Dakota, on 
the sixty-first ballot. Roach was the 
regular caucus nominee as per pro- 
gramme, and all the democrats and 
populists went to him. 

On the 20th Minister Lincoln pre- 
sented William Waldorf Astor and 
Lieutenant-Commander Wm. 8. Cowles, 
the recently-appointed naval attache 
at the American legation, to the prince 
of Wales at the levee held at St. James’ 
palace by the prince. 

Grn. P. G. T. BEAUREGARD, the well- 
known confederate commander who 
enjoyed the distinction of having be- 
gun the actual hostilities of the civil 
war by directing the bombardment of 
Fort Sumter, died at New Orleans, on 
the night of the 20th, aged 75 years. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 15th D. Lancaster Drew, the 
cashier of the Central Savings Fund and 
Trust Co. of Philadelphia, who ab- 
sconded recently with $12,000 of the in- 
atitution’s money, was arrested in New 
York city. 

On the night of the 14th the east- 
bound Great Northern passenger train 
from the Pacific coast, with two en- 
gines, was ditched four miles west of 
Bartlett, N. D., by a broken rail. Of 
the twenty-six passengers on board 
nine were hurt, two seriously. 

SHIRLEY QuILLING and James Ewing 
settled a quarrel, on the 16th, by fight- 
ing it out with pistols. They met near 
the house of Ewing’s father, John 
Ewing, a wealthy and prominent man, 
four miles from Catlettsburg. Ky. It 
was a duel tothe death. Both parties 
fired and Ewing fell dead, shot through 
the heart. Quilling was mortally 
wounded and died an hour afteward. 

THE Chicago and California express 
on the Santa Fe road, running at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour, was 
wrecked, on the 16th, a mile east of 
Rutledge, Mo., by spreading rails. The 
chair, tourists’ three sleeping and a 
dining car were thrown from the track, 
Several persons were injured, but none

Near Shawnee, 0., on the 18th, Mra. 
J. H. Hilton, aged 26, met with a horri- 
ble death at her home. She was sub- 
ject to fits, and having one during the 
absence of her husband, fell against 
the grate, where her clothes caught 
fire, and she slowly burned to death in 
the presence of two helpless children. 

On the 18th Joseph Benson, employed 
as hooker-on at the Rankin wireworks 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., was working near a 
set of rolls, when a red-hot bar of iron, 
half an inch in thickness, flew out and 
struck him under the leftear. It passed 
entirely through his neck, protruding 
several feet on the opposite side. A fel- 
low-workman succeeded in pulling the 
bar out after Benson had sunk to the 
ground unconscious, but physicians pro- 
nounced the injury fatal. 

AT Fruitdale, 0., on the 20th, Capt. 
James C. Crawford and his son William, 
aged 17, were run down and instantly 
killed while crossing the track of the 
Ohio Southern railroad. 

THE second trial at Denver, Col., of 
Dr. T. Thatcher Graves for the alleged 
murder of Mrs. Barnaby has been set 
Meanwhile 'the prisoner 
will remain in jail, having refused offers 
of bail. 

On the 20th the National Wall Paper 
Co.’s factory in New York, consisting 
of six floors, packed with stock, was 
burned. Loss on stock estimated at 
$150,000; on building $50,000. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 18th the Wyoming legislature 
adjourned sine die, without having 
made choice of a United States senator. 
This leaves the selection of a senator to 
the governor, providing it can be shown 
that such an action will be legal. If 
the governor can appoint, John C. 
Thompson will probably be selected. 

A NUMBER of earthquakes have been 
felt in the Yellowstone national park 
during the last few weeks,one of which 
was of the most terrific force. 

Tue whisky trust investigation, which 
had been delayed several days, owing 
to the absence of witnesses from Wash- 
ington, was resumed on the 22d. 

Tue republic of Colombia has granted 
a temporary extension of the Panama 
canal concession. The extension is 
until March 5. 

At Harrisburg, Pa., the Farmers 
bank closed its doors on the 20th, 
pending an investigation by the state 
banking superintendent. It is expected 
that the depositors will be paid in full, 
but the stockholders may lose 40 per 
cent. of their stock. 

On the 20th, owing to the failure o7 
the cortes to approve the financial] 
schemes of the ministry, the Portuguese 
cabinet resigned. 

Tne Reading railroad interests were, 
on the 20th, as the result of a suit by 
the third mortgage bondholders, rep- 
resented by ex-senator Platt, placed in 
the hands of receivers. Chief-Justiee 
Paxson of Pennsylvania, President Me 
Leod of the corporation, and Elisha P. 
Wilbur, president of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Co.,gre the receivers.

As the 
railroads will not permit their cars to 
be utilized for storage purposes, the 
elevator men are in a quandary 4s to 
where to put their May wheat. 

Sporrep fever has been epidemic in 
Marshall County, Ky., for several weei's, 
and fifty deaths are reported. 

Five inches of snow fell at Louisville, 
Ky., on the 21st, seriously interfering 
with street car traffic.

Wasuineaton, Feb. 19.—If there was 
at any time a disposition on the part 
of the democrats to oppose the con- 
firmation of Judge Jackson to be an 





associate justice of the supreme court 


of the United States, that opposition 
vanished when the senate went into ex- 
ecutive session yesterday afternoon.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


The Boiler of 2 Locomtive Engine Blows 
Up Causing Death and Havoc in Its 
Vicinity. 


Fort WortH, Tex., Feb. 20.—The 
boiler of a Texas & Pacific freight 
engine exploded in the yards yesterday 
morning, creating death and terrible 
havoc. Engine 319, which had been 
in use one and one-half years, had been 
run out of the round-house to go on its 
run at 11 o'clock. Steam was up and 
sufficient water tvas in the boiler, and 
she had 150 pounds of steam on fifteen 
minutes before the accident happened. 
The boilercexploded, arousing the en- 
tire city of 30,000 inhabitants for miles 
around. The shock broke window 
glass in the immediate neighborhood 
and at many points for eighteen blocks 
away. Huge pieces of the engine were 
hurled to almost incredible distances 
around the yard, and the bell has not 
yet been found. Those killed and in- 
jured are: 

John Mills, fire knocker; horribly 
mangled and killed outright. 

Robert Thompson, night round-house 
foreman; right leg broken, face. and 
body badly scalded and eyesight de- 
stroyed. 

S. M. Deats, night hostler; right arm 
broken, left leg and knee-cap badly 
bruised, face and eyes scalded and head 
bruised. 

W. E. Haden, night car marker; nose 
broken. 

W. R. Barrett, night yard foreman; 
left hip dislocated and face bruised. 

W. D. Ford, foreman; seven ribs 
broken and hurt internally. 

The injured were taken to the hospi- 
tals. All will’ be cripples for life. 

Conductor Craine and Engiueer Sam- 
ple were sleeping in a caboose seventy 
feet from the explosion, but knew noth- 
ing of the occurrence for an hour after- 
ward. One of the yardmen was repair- 
ing the sir brakes under the engine cab 
and was not scratched.

O'DONNELL NOT GUILTY 





O'Connor, Killed During the Homestead 

Riot—He Has, However, Yet to Answer 

to Charges of Treason, Riot and Con- 

spiracy—Hiis Release oh Ball Wil be 

Sought. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 19. — Hugh 
O'Donnell was declared guiltless of 
the murder of T. J. O'Connor, a Pinker- 
ton detective, whose lost his life in 
| connection with the Homestead riot of 
July 6. Hugh O’Donnell’s case was 
the third tried on this charge, and 
the third acquittal.. Among attor- 
neys it was felt that the plea 
decided upon in O’Donnell’s case was 
hazardous. The result, however, has 
justified the oft-heard assertion that it 
would be almost impossible to secure a 
conviction in any of the cases. 

The attendance at court was not 
large. As soon as court was opened the 
jury filed into their places. O’Donnell 
appeared careworn, and evidently had 
slept but little during the night. He 
stood and faced the jury at the com- 
mand of the court. The moment’s de- 
lay, while the foreman fumbled 
through his pockets in search of the 
sealed envelope containing the all-im- 
portant document, was painfully op- 
pressive. O’Donnell’s gaze was riveted 
upon the foreman, his chest heaving 
with suspense. The clerk of the court 
uaStily broke the seal and read: ‘‘We 
find the prisoner not guilty.” 

O’Donnell drew a long sigh of relief 
white his face flushed with pleasure. 
The murmur of approval that sounded 
through the court-room was quickly 
hushed and the jury dismissed. O'Don- 
nell, who was still standing in the 
prisoners’ box, turned to his wife and 
niece, who immediately rushed to his 
embrace, while the tears that welled 
from the eyes of the trio coursed 
down their cheeks, Counsel and 
friends pressed about them, tendering 
congratulations. O'Donnell was per- 
mitted to remain in the court-room 
about half an hour, and was then taken 
back to the jail, pending application 
for his release on baii, which will be 
made some day next week. , 

O’Donnell must yet answer to treason, 
tiot and conspiracy. Bail was once re- 
fused on the additional charge of mur- 
der pending.

Benson, employed as a hooker-on at 

the Rankin wire works, met with a hor- 

rible accident while at work yesterday 
morning, which will result in his 

death. Benson was working near a 

set of rolls, when a red-hot bar of iron, 

half an inch in thickness, flew out and 
struck him under the left ear. It 
passed entirely through his neck, and 
several feet of the rod, which was still 
being thrust out of the rolls, had been 
forced through the gaping wound be- 
fore Benson was rescued. A fellow- 
workman succeeded in pulling the bar 
out after Benson had sunk to the 
ground unconscious. Benson was re- 
moved to his home in Braddock, and 
several physicians were summoned. 

They pronounced his injury fatal and 

his death a question of only a few 

hours. 





A PIONEER GONE. 


Death of Judge Hastings a San Francisco 
Millionaire. 

San FrRANc18CO, Cal., Feb. 20.—Judge 
S. C. Hastings, millionaire and pioneer. 
died Saturday in his 79th year. He 
was born at Watertown, N. Y., in 1814, 
but went west to attend school. He 
and Henry Ward Beecher were stu- 
dents together at Lawrenceburg, Ind. 
He then settled in Iowa and studied 
law.

\ the Capital—Ex-Queen Lilioukalani’s 
Representative Faila to Keep an Ap- 
pointment with Secretary Foster—A 
Statement by Commissioner Thurston. 
Wasnineton, Feb. 21.—Mr. L. A. 

Thurston and his associates, the special 

annexation commissioners from Ha- 

waii, and Mr. Paul Neuman, the envoy 
of ex-Queen Lilioukalani, spent a part 
of yesterday at the capitol. Mr. Neu- 
man was in conference with several 
senators to whom he bears letters of 
introduction from business men on the 
islands, and others whom he knew per- 
sonally before leaving the United 

States several yearsago. Mr. Marsden, 

one of the annexation commissioners, 

left for New York city, on his way to 

San Francisco, whence he will sail for 

Honolulu on March 5. 

It transpired that when Mr. Neuman 
called at the state department on Fri- 
day he was informed that Secretary 
Foster would see him immediately 
upon his return from Watertown yes- 
terday. Mr. Foster expected to reach 
the city in the afternoon but was de- 
tained by late trains until after 6 
o'clock. He had fixed the hour for the 
appointment with Mr. Neuman before 
leaving last Thursday morning at 7 
o’clock last night. But Mr. Neuman 
failed to appear, although the secre- 
tary waited an hour for him. 

The following is the substance of a 
statement made last night by Mr. 
Thurston of the Hawaiian commission: 
‘Miss Cleghorn, heretofore known as 
Princess Kaliulani, purports to have 
addressed a noie to the American peo- 
ple which has been published in the 
papers. The not+ in question sects forth 
that at the request of Mr. Thurston 
the Hawaiian minister, I was sent 
away to England to be educated 
privately and fitted for the position 
which by the constitution of Hawaii I 
was to inherit.” 

The only criticism that I desire to 
make upon this statement is that— 
First, I did not at any time, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, request that the 
lady in question be sent to England or 
anywhere to be educated, or for any 
other purpose; second, neither as cab- 
inet minister nor in any other official 
eapacity, nor individually, have I ever 
had anything to do with the young 
lady’s education or movements; third, 
the young lady went to England about 
the year 1889. Atthattime she was not 
heir to.the throne, and had no standing 
under the constitution of Hawaii. 

“Kalakaua was then king and the 


ex-Queen Lilioukalani, his ‘sister, was 
by law theheir. By Kalakauas avats. 


she came to the throne in February, 
1891. She then had the power ta 
nominate her successor,'subject to the 
ratification of the public and the nobles, 
which was done about March, 1891. 
This was the earliest date at which 
Kaliulani had any standing under the 
constitution as heir to the throne. 

“Asa matter of fact,the young lady’s 
father is a British subject, her guard- 
ian, T. R. Walker, is the British consul 
to Honolulu, and his business partner, 
Mr. T. H. Davis, is her best friend, and 
has control of her in England. The 
young lady was sent to England by 
her father against a strong feeling in 
Honolulu that it would be best that 
she be educated in the United States. 

“As to the intimation ‘that Mr. 
Thurston is now in Washington try- 
ing to take away my flag and throne,’ 
it is regardless of the fact, for the only 
way she can come up or come to the 
throne is by usurping the position and 
dispossessing her aunt. 

“IT will say that ‘Mr. Thurston’ and 
his fellow commissioners are only act- 
ing as mouthpieces of thousands of 
their fellow -citizens who have been 
reluctantly forced to their present 
position for self-protection. 

“Until very recently there have been 
no more radical opponents to annexa- 
tion than the Hawaiian children of 
American residents there. They took 
an interest and pride in the country be- 
yond that of the natives themselves, 
and it is only the inexorable logic of 
events which has forced them to the ac: 
tion now taken.”

Death of the Man Who Began the Civil 
War by Firing on Sumter, 

New ORLEANS, Feb. 21.—Gen. P. G. 
T. Beauregard died last night of heart 
failure. Pierre Gustave T. Beauregard 
was born in New Orleans in 1818. He 
graduated from West Point in 1839, 
and was assigned to the corps of en- 
gineers. He served in the Mexican 
war and was twice wounded and twice 


breveted. He was promoted to a cap- 
taincy of engineers in 1853, and 
was for five days (January 
23, 1861) superintendent of the 


United States military academy at 
West Point. He resigned February 
20, 1861, joined the confederates and 
began the civil war by the bombard. 
ment of Fort Sumter, April 12, 1861. 
He was in actual command of southern 
troops at Bull Run, July 21, 1861, in 
which the federals experienced a de- 
feat. For this service he was made a 
full general, the highest grade. From 
the summer of 1862 until the spring of 
1864 he defended Charleston and its out- 
works when besieged by (en. Gilmore. 

At the close of the war he was sec- 
ond in command in the army of Joseph 
E. Johnstone in North Carolina. Since 
the termination of the war he has re- 
sided in Lousiana; he became president 
of the New Orleans. Jackson & Missis-

FREE TRADE FALLACIES. 


A Lesson in Figures for Deluded Demo- 
crats. 

The free trade brethren of demo- 
cratic proclivities are laying down the 
proprosition, anent the proposed ador- 
tion of free trade, that the increase of 
importations brought about by a re- 
duction of the tariff will cause an in- 
crease of exports. They argue that 
protection on the partof the United 
States prevents the people of other 
parts of the world from buying our 
goods, and that a reduction of the 
tariff, while it will stimulate importa- 
tians, will not damage the producers 
of this conntry, because it will make 
better markets for our products 
abroad, and thereby increase our ex- 
portations. This is the beautiful theory 
upon which they propose to open the 
ports of our country tothe manufac- 
turers of the world and flood the coun- 
try with the products of cheap labor 
from other parts of the earth, in the 
assertion that this action will cause 
other people to buy our goods abroad, 
and consequently stimulate the produc- 
tioain this country of a class of arti- 
cles which other parts of the world 
want. 

Unfortunately for our theoretical 
friends, the cold facts of the history of 
our foreign trade disprove their gener- 
alization. Let us examine the figures 
of our imports and exports under pro- 
tection and under a “‘tariff for revenue 
only,” and see what they show. The 
protective period which began with 
1824 only lasted until 1833, and the 
next protective period was even short- 
er, only lasting from 1842 to 1846. The 
next protective period did not begin 
until the accession of the republican 
party to power in 1861, and could not, 
of course, show its effects in the mat- 
ter of exports until after the close of 
the war. It is scarcely fair, then, to 
assume that the effects of the protec- 
tive tariff could be seen in its bearing 
in the matter of imports and exports 
until 1867 or 1868. Probably a fair 
average would be found as to the ef- 
fects of a protective or nonprotective 
tariff by comparing the conditions of 
the past quarter of a century with 
those of the quarter of a century im- 
mediately preceding the late war. This 
would give two periods of twenty-five 
years each, one of constant protection 
from 1867 to 1892 inclusive, the other 
of constant nonprotection from 1835 to 
1861 inclusive. 

In the low tariff quarter of a cen- 
tury, ending 1861, there were only 7 
years in which the exportations from 
this country were equal to the importa- 
tions. In 1838 the exports were about 
$9,000,000 in excess of the imports; in 
1840 they exceeded the imports by $235,- 
000,000, and in 1841-42 and °43 there 
was a slight excess of exports and also’ 
in 1847 and 1858. In all the other 18 
years, however, of a quarter of a cen- 
tury of low tariff the imports were 
actually in excess of the exports. Tak- 
ing the entire 25 years it has been 
found that the imports for the entire 
period were €377,000,000 greater than 
the exports. ‘This does not look much 
as though a “low tariff stimulated ex- 
ports.” 

Taking next the protected quarter of 
a century, from 1867 to 1892, it is found 
that there were 9 years in which 
the imports exceeded the exports, and 
16 years in which the exports exceeded 
the imports. The years in which the 
imports exceeded the exports were 
those stretching from 1867 to 1876, with 
only two or three exceptions. In the 
entire quarter of a century the exports 
exceeded the imports by the enormous 
sum of $1,350,000,000. Tersely stated, 
the results of this comparison of the 
protected quarter of a century, anda 
tariff for revenue quarter of a century, 
are as follows: 

Nonprotected auarter of a century, 
excess of imports over exports, $377,- 
000,000. 

Protected quarter of a century, ex- 
cess of exports over imports, $1,350,- 
0v0, 000. 

Here is an “object lesson” for tkose 
sanguine democrats who fondly imag- 
ine that free trade or a “revenue tariff 
only” is going to increase American 
exportations. In the quarter of a cen- 
tury of revenue tariff the balance of 
trade was $577,000,000 against us, 
while in the quarter of a century of 
protective tariff the balance of trade 
was $1,350,000,000 in our favor.—Toledo 
Blade.

Never before in the coun- 
try’s history has the chief executive 
gone out of his own party in filling su- 
preme court vacancies. — Wisconsin 
State Journal.
